HORRIBLE WRECK OF 
“DUQUESNE LIMITED.” 


Rendered Momentarily 


With a terrible crash, the Du- 
quesne IAmited, the fastest 
through passenger train from Pitts- 
burgh to New York on the Baltimore 


lumber at Laurel Run, two miles w 
of Dawson, at 7:45 o'clock tonight, 

it was estimated that fully sixty-five 
lives were lost and thirty persons were 
injured. 

The train left Pittsburgh this even- 
ing, running a few minutes late, in 
charge of Engineer Wildam Thornley 
of Connelsville. When approaching 
Laurel Run, which is a particularly 
ane plece of roadbed, the train was 
runing at a high rate of speed. Sud- 
denly the passengers were thrown from 
their seats by the lightning-like appll- 
cation of the airbrakes, and a moment 
later there was a tesrific crash. The 
train was made up f two baggage- 
cars, two day coaches, one sleeper and 
one dining-car, and at the time was 
carrying at the lvwest estimate 150 
passengers. 

PLUNGE TO THE RIVER. 

The train plowed along for a con- 
siderable distance, and the cars were 
torn to pleces, passengers jumping, 
screaming, falling from the wreck as 
it tore along. Suddenly the engine 
swerved to the left, and the coaches 
plunged down over the embankment 
to the edge of the Youghiogheny River. 

The moment the cars stopped rolling 
there was a wild scene. Many persons 
were pinioned beneath the wreckage, 
and the screams and cries that rent the 
air was beyond description. Many were 
injured in their mad excitement and 
plunged ingo the river. Others, pinioned 
beneath the heavy timbers, pleaded in 
agonized tones for reiease. So terrific 
was the force of the wreck that nearly 
every passenger suffered a moment's 
jousness, and many «f the able- 
men were unabie to asst in 
ng the injureé from the vreck on 
account of having finted.

NOW PRICES WILL BE CUT.

SAN FRANCISCO Dec. rue 
Call says that the organization known 
as the Pacific Coast Lumbermen, which 
for two years past has controlled the 
export lumber trade of ee entire 
Coast, has gone to pieces after a con 
ference in this city yesterday of the 
represéntatives of the leading mill men 
of California, Oregon and Washington. 
As a result of the dissolution, the lum- 
ber interests of the Coast, in so far as 
the export business is concerned, will, 
it is said, suffer a severe blow, for a 
maintenance of the present prices can- 
not be hoped for and it is estimated 
that the threatened competition that 
will naturally follow will mean a loss 
of about one million a year to the pro- 
ducers along the Coast. 

The disruption is attributed to the 
refusa) upon the part of the California 
representatives to sic. a new yearly 
agreement unless certain modifications 
were made in the rules of the associa- 
tion regarding the pro-rating of the 
export business. With the abandon- 
ment of the producers’ agreement it 
is expected that there will be a lively 
cutting in rates and lumbermen pre- 
dict that the present price will go to 
$10 before many days have passed, 
which means a loss to the milis en- 
gaged in exporting of $1,000,000 annu- 
ally. At present there is said to be an 
overproduction in the northern milis 
and the foreign markets are reported 
to be well supplied, a condition 
which does not augur well for the fu- 
ture, so far as mill men are concerned.

Congress (through the instrumentality 
of the Bxecutive Committee of the 
Interstate Commerce Law convention 
held in St. Louis, Mo., In 1900,) to 
amend the interstate commerce law in 
an important particular. The pur- 
pose of the measure is “to confer au- 
thority upon the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to determine, after ful] 
hearing, what change siiall be made 
in rates complained of, for the trans- 
portation of persons and property, 
such determination to be immediately 
operative, and so to continue until 
overruled by the courts; gpbject to 
suspension, however, upon the order 
of the Circuit Court, pending review 
upon the application of the carrier.” 

If the proposed amendment shou! 
pass both houses of Congress and be 
approved by the President, its effect 


would be to reverse the operation of 


the existing law in regard to the de- 
cisions of the commission affecting 
rates. Under the law as it stands an 
order of the commission is of no ef- 
fect until an order has been obtained 
from the courts enforcing it. Under 
the provisions of the proposed amend- 
ment an order of the commission wil) 
become operative within thirty days 


after its promulgation, and will se 
continue until suspended or set asl de 
by the courts upon review or appeal. 
Following is a synopsis of ithe 
measure: 

“Section 1 provides that any order 
made by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, after hearing and deter- 
mination had on any petition now 
pending or hereafter presented under 
the provisions of the ‘Act to regulate 
commerce’ (commonly termed ithe 
Interstate Commerce Act,) declaring 
any existing rate, or any regulation 
or practice affecting such rate, com- 
plained of, for the transportation of 
persons or property, to be unjustly 
discriminative or unreasonable, anc 
declaring what rate, regulation or 
practice would be just and reasonable, 
and requiring them to be substitutcd 
therefor, shall become operative 
within thirty days, or, in case of 
proceeding for review, then within 
sixty days.

VOTING MACHINES. 
PRECINCTS MUST BE CHANGED. 
Voting machines will be used in Los 
Angeles at the next election. This 
was decided yesterday morning when 
She Council's Finance Committee, con- 
isting of Skilling, Kern and Summer- 
land, met with the Board of Supervis- 
ore at the Courthouse to discuss a 
Joint purchase. 

For the purposes of a test, twelve 
machines will be purchased jointly by 
the city and county, each paying half 
of the cost. Voting machines cost 
from $500 upward, according to the 
number of names contained in the 
fegisters. It is probable that the city 
precincts will require machines reg!s- 
tering forty-three names and these 
cost about $650 apiece, according to 
the make. 

The machines will be purchased 
some time next year, but it was nec- 
essary for the Council and the Super- 
wisors to come to an understanding 
yesterday because a new registration 
of voters begins January 1, and un- 
leas machines are to be used the pre- 
inst Unes must be changed in many 
instances. 

Just now the Supervisors sre con- 
sidering what changes to make in the 
precincts. The law limits the number 
of voters that may be registered ina 
precinct and owing to the rapid growth 
of the city in population the registra- 
tion in many cases fs from 5 to 100 

r cent. over the legal requirement.

Upon the witness stand Mrs. Taylor 
was quite free in her descriptions of her 
home life. and told in detail how she 
had traveled around with her husband 
while he was trving to get work at his 
trade as a butcher. Under cross-ex- 
amination, however, her memory 
failed her sadly. She couldn't remem- 
ber the salary her husband received 
at several places in this city, and a 
number of rather striking circum- 
stances she said had entirely slipped 
her memory. 

Mrz. Taylor told of being at High- 
land, where her husband was running 
a meat market. He drove the wagon a 
good deal of the time, -and she at- 
tended to the market. The day that 
her chiid was born she was on her 
feet working, and five days after its 
birth they packed up their things again 
and went on a ranch to live.

“Round Tables’’ of Most Benefit to 
the Teachers. 


The full force of pedagog ves wasinevi- 
dence yesterday—several hundred of the 
late comers having arrived from sur- 
rounding counties Tuesday night.

With their friends they packed Simp- 
son Auditorium at the general session

„ It was a delightful dissipa- 
tion, in fact, for the talk of Prof. H. 8. 
Clark was redolent with the perfume 
of the daffodils, and brilliant with the 
flowers of poesy, while that of Mrs. 
Nico Beck-Meyer on Browning was a 
distinct novelty. Dr. Tompkins also 
made another hit. 

Prof. Clarks subject was The 
Standard of Criticism in Reading,” and 
instead of the dry. practical thing that 
ment naturally be anticipated to ma- 
terialige under such a title, the lecture 
of Prof. Clark was one of rich, poetic 
beauty, and so effectively did he illus- 
trate the pathos of a line that he 
moved many persons in his audience 


to tears. 
As a hook upon which to hang his 
criticiam he chose The Daffodils,’ by 


Wordsworth. He took up sundry lines 


and citohed them with beauty of ex- 
pression, and surrounded them with 
inspiring thought. 

Some of his choicest conceptions were 
hung upon the line: “L.wandered lonely 
as a cloud. illustrating to perfection 
his theory that the way to teach read- 
ing is to read well yourself. “The dan- 
cing of the daffodils,” was another line 
which lent itself to particular beauty 
of handling, but the line which most 
deeply moved the audience was from 
another author. It was this: “And he 
never lifted up a single stone.” The 
effect was produced by telling the story 
of the old man and his son, who to- 
gether laid the first stone of a sheep 
fold, and when there came a time that 
the boy returned not to his home, and 
the father—““And he never laid a single 
stone.” The recital, in which the line 
Was used over anu over, was remark- 
able. the audience sitting in the mort 
perfect silence. 

As the speaker bowed at the close 
of his final sentence he received an 
ovation. 


THE HUMOROUS DANE. 
Mre. Nico Beck-Meyer offered a 
striking diversion in her unique talk on 


_“Browuing’s Mission to Our Age.” The 


lady is a native of Denmark, and talks 
with a strong, native accent—so marked 
that many of her sentences are lost to 
the majority of her hearers. She is 
possessed of a rich vein of humor, and 
frequently made her points so well that 
they were greeted with hearty laughter

DR. TOMPKINS. 

At 1:30 pm. Dr. Arnold Tompkins, 
principal of the Chicago Norma! School, 
lectured in room 20 of the High Schoo! 
building upon the subject “The Direct 
and Immediate Study of the Child in 


Teaching. 
The speaker first illustrated the em- 
barrassment oof the § inexperienced 


teachers in the presence of the children 
they are paid to educate. Filled with 
the science of pedagogy and psychology 
it fe embarrassing to know how to ap- 
ply these theories to the mysteries of 
the child's mind. “One of the funda- 
mental errors in the study of peda- 
gory.” exclaimed the doctor, is, that 
it is not direct and cannot solve the 
problem of this embarrassment. 

“Let us study the child directly. We 
must know the contents of the child's 
mind. The teacher's mind and that of 
the child must work together. Peda- 
gogzy is always trying to solve some- 
thing that is direct by applying meth- 
ods that are remote in their action. I 
have thus far taken up the negative 
side of the question, now consider 
the affirmative. 

How am 1 going to lve the prob- 
lem of child study? asked the speaker 
as he wrote a compound fraction on the 
blackboard. “How are we to reduce 
the fraction to the boy and the boy to 
the fraction? By simply reducing it to 
the child's processes of mind. For m- 
stance, by breaking up a _ toothpick 
into thirds and the half of a_ third 
must be a sixth, and the child must 
know it. I say must know it, because 
the illustration is within the process of 
reasoning of the child's mind. As the 
child must know the fact of its own 
volition, therefore, it is all there is of 


psychology. I would not e any 
chair of psychology in the Norma! 
School because all normal work is 


psychology—all of it child study.”

LOCAL TRACHERS.

The exercises closed with a lecture 
by Prof. David 8. Snedden, Stanford 
University. The speaker made a plea 
for the greater correlation of subjects 
and bringing them within the experi- 
ence of the pupil, and for greater effort 
to increase the child's experience. He 
thought that this correlation of sub- 
jects to experience should continue un- 
til the necessary impressions were cre- 
ated) then that the subjects should be 
isolated and drilled into the pupil un- 
til it became a habit of thought. 


WIDE DISCUSSION. 

VIEWS OF SUPERINTENDENTS. 

The round table of superintendents 
was called to order at 1:30 o'clock by 
the president, Superintendent James 
A. Foshay. Dr. David 8. Snedden of 
Stanford University discussed afew of 
the problems of supervision in the up- 
per grammar grades, devoting his time 
to the subject of departmental teach- 
ing which system he claimed will el- 
low pupils to select such subjects as 
they may need and emable teachers to 
specialize in a few and teach them bet- 
ter. Deparemental work will demand 
more efficient supervision, stronger 
teachers and more apparatus and all 
ters will Increase the expense which, 
in Dr. Snedden's judgment, will be 
fully justified by the results obtained. 

A. 8. McPherson said he was in f- 
vor of special teachers provided they 
know something besides their specialty. 
There is nothing #0 poor as a poor Spe- 
clal teacher, he said. 

George L. Backett of Ventura spoke 
in behalf of better supervision for the 
rural school where, he said, are found 
the strongest pupils. He urged that the 
county be divided into districts and 
each be placed under the care of a 
supervisor who shall be a member of 
the County Board of Education. 

Dr. Richard G. Boone of Boston 

cjosed the discussion of the topic, giv- 
ing his rich experience, especially in 
regard to departmental work. He said 
there are two sides to the question—he 
has seen it a great success and a mis- 
erable failure. He would have sug- 
gestive courses of study instead of pre- 
scribed ones. These would call for more 
efficient supervision because the aver- 
age teacher cannot teach unless she is 
told very definitely just what to do. 
She is lost if given freedom to teach 
what in her judgment the children 
most need. 
The most enthusiastic discussion of 
the session was introduced by County 
Superintendent Mark Keppel on the 
“Powers and Duties of County Boards 
of Education.” He gave a short history 
of the organization of the State Board 
which was organized in 1884 for the 
express purpose as stated in the Con- 
stitution of providing a uniform system 
of books for the schools of California, 
and for no other reason. He said the 
various other powers grantel the State 
Board are unconstitutional, illegal and 
void; that the members spend so much 
time doing work they are supposed to 
do that they neglect what they are es- 
pecially directed to do, and as a con- 
sequence county boards are forced to 
perform work which is clearly illegal 
or allow the schools to suffer. 

Superintendent J. J. Morgan of Long 
Beach defended the State Board and 
thought it desirable that it should have 
at least some advisory power over the 
county boards. He recommended that 
county boards be allowed time to visit 
schoo!s and see how their instructions 
are carried out. 

Superintendent Kauffman would 
give the county boards more power 
and hold them responsible for resulta. 
They now can recommend anything 
and enforce nothing, he said. 

II. J. Baldwin of San Diego predicted 
that the county board will in a short 
time be annihilated even if it does 
serve a fairly good purpose. 

Superintendent Davidson of San Di- 
ego introduced the discussi n of the 
new compulsory attendance law, which 
Was very interesting. Many cities in 
the State are enforcing it. while others 
are making no effort in that d tion 
because they do not have room for the 
children who desire to attend school. 

The same diversity of opinion and 
practice was found to prevail in regard 
to the vaccination law; Los Aneeles 
and Pasadena enforce, while Santa 
Monica ignores it entirely.
